Oct. 13,—Etimination 
of type-setting, one of the costitest 
of magazine production operations, by 
the use of plates made by photograph- 
ing the original typewritten copy, has 
been accomplished in the October 18 
issue of the Literary Digest, consist- 
ing of 80 pages.

CALCULATED DELAY 


Suggests Tardy Action Designed 
to Lead to Results Germany

PARI8, Oct. 13.—The following in 
part is the extent of the note sent 
to the German government by the 
@ilied and associated governments re- 
garding the evacuation of the Baltlo 
provinces: ’ 

“The allied and associated govern- 
ments note the formally, expressed 
pretensions of the German govern- 
ment—note of October 3—to under- 
take and to pursue in a most energetio 
{manner the withdrawal of its troops 
|from the Baltic regions and Lithuania, 

“It is difficult not to believe that 
their long delay has been designed, 
calcuéated as it was to lead to the 
very results which the German gov- 
ernment now effect to deplore. 

Questions Asked. 

“Why was the German recall, 
thrice demanded, refused? Why was 
he (Von Der Goltz) after being sum- 
mond to Berlin onty recently, sent 
back deliberately to the scene of his 
atrocities, except to complete, under 
orders of his officers, the campaign, 
which now affords to the German 
government the pretext that ‘the 
troops hitherto paid, clothed and 
transported by them, have passed out 
of their control? 

“Has General Von Der Goltz acted 
contrarily to their instructions? If 
60, why has not his insubordination 
been punished, either by formal dis- 
missal or in any other way? 

“Unless some very much more sat- 
{sfactory explanathons of these mat- 
ters than those hitherto afforded are 
j@ivensby the German government, the 
allied and associated governments can- 
not admit the contention that the 
German govepnment have, as they-as- 
sert, continudlly made the most ener- 
getic efforts to withdraw the German 
troops from the Baltic sta'tes. 

“According to recent information 
received from Letyia, the situation haa 
suddenly become more grave on ac- 
count of the offensive taken by Ger- 
man troops on October 8.

Of these 101 are conservatives, 
72 liberals, 60 united farmers, 10 labor 
and united farmers, 23 independents, 
and 21 Jabor candidates, 

Even not counting the joiat U.F.O.- 
labor candidates in ten Instances, the 
united farmers showing of candidates 
is very large and spells trouble for 
many of the oid Hne politicians.

At the B. C, end of the Jasper Pass 
Is & town nearly everyone has heard 
about at one time or another, Dispar- 
aging remarks have been passed upon 
it, and people have thought unkindly 
of it.
